Our  front  cover  coin  this  month  is  a  particularly  fine  obverse  portrait  of  Galeria  Valeria  (see 
C61 1).  She  was  the  daughter  of  Diocletian  (A.D.  284-305)  and  became  the  second  wife  of 
Galerius  (A.D.  305-31  1).  Galerius  had  been  Caesar  (along  with  Constantius  Chlorus)  A.D. 
293-305  in  the  First  Tetrarchy  of  Diocletian  and  Maximianus.  The  marriage  was  in  effect  a 
dynastic  union,  forging  a  link  between  the  First  and  Second  Tetrarchies.  Venus  is  a  standard 
reverse  type  for  her  and  coins  in  her  name  were  struck  at  the  mints  of  Serdica,  Heraclea, 
Nicomedia,  Cyzicus,  Antioch  and  Alexandria  (as  was  this  coin).  The  portrait  shows  a  strong 
featured  woman  and  the  details  of  her  hairstyle  with  the  plait  brought  back  over  the  crown  of 
the  head  is  particularly  well  shown.  Galerius  her  husband  suffered  from  an  incurable  disease 
and  died  at  Serdica  on  5  May  311.  On  his  deathbed  he  commended  Galeria  Valeria  and  his 
son  to  the  care  of  Licinius  I,  his  colleague.  Upon  Galerius’  death  Maximinus  II  marched  north 
from  Syria  and  seized  all  the  territories  of  Galerius  that  lay  in  Asia  Minor.  Not  content  with 
that  he  humiliated  and  exiled  Galeria,  despite  protestations  from  her  father,  Diocletian 
now  living  in  abdication.  Little  is  known  of  her  later  life  and  she  died  around  A.D.  3  1 5.

Dealers  and  collectors  from  all  over  the  world  flocked  to  Christie's  salerooms  in  King  Street. 
St  James's,  on  the  evening  of  9th  October  to  take  part  in  the  sale  of  one  of  the  finest  collec¬ 
tions  of  ancient  coins  which  has  ever  been  on  the  market. 

The  auction  began  with  Roman  gold  coins,  where  the  earlier  issues  attracted  high  prices.' 
such  as  an  aureus  of  Caligula  with  a  portrait  of  Agrippina  on  the  reverse,  which  fetched 
£8.000  against  an  estimate  of  £4.000-£5.000.  and  a  rare  aureus  of  Vitelli us.  reverse.  Vestal 
seated  right,  realising  £  10.000:  again  £3,000  over  top  estimate.  It  was  evident  that  the  scarcer  j 
items  in  this  section  were  particularly  popular  and  often  sold  for  well  above  the  estimate:  tort 
instance,  an  aureus  of  Aelius,  Pietas  reverse,  was  estimated  at  £2,000-£2,500  and  fetched! 
£6.500  in  the  room,  but  later  issues  were  not  as  keenly  bid  for  and  mostly  sold  for  about  thel 
estimated  value.  There  were,  however,  some  extremely  rare  coins  in  this  part  of  the  sale  which! 
fetched  the  high  prices  expected.  An  aureus  of  Pertinax.  showing  Providentia  on  the  reverse. j 
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sold  for  £1 1,000  and  an  aureus  of  Clodius  Albinus,  Saeculum  Frugiferum  reverse,  was  the 
subject  of  fierce  bidding  and  eventually  sold  for  £45,000,  an  impressive  £10,000  over  top 
estimate.  Further  on  an  aureus  of  Caracalla,  where  the  Emperor  is  portrayed  on  the  reverse 
riding  in  a  triumphal  quadriga,  sold  for  £10,000  against  an  estimate  of  £5,000-£6,000,  and 
an  aureus  with  portraits  of  the  young  Caracalla  on  the  obverse  and  Geta  on  the  reverse  went 
for  £16,000  (estimate  £9,000-£  10,000).  An  aureus  of  Laelian,  Temporum  Felicitas  reverse, 
which  was  estimated  at  £22,000-£26,000  was  also  very  popular  and  sold  for  £32,000  while  a 
multiple  issue  of  2-solidi  of  Constantine  I,  showing  the  gate  of  Trier  on  the  reverse,  realised 
£24,000.  The  two  items  in  this  section  which  had  attracted  the  most  publicity  prior  to  the  sale 
reached  their  expected  prices,  but  surprisingly,  no  more.  The  gold  medallion  of  Gallienus, 
showing  Victory  in  a  biga  at  full  gallop  on  the  reverse,  sold  for  £60,000,  while  the  multiple  of 
2-solidi  of  Fausta,  with  a  charming  reverse  portraying  the  Empress  enthroned,  a  child  on  her 
lap  and  the  goddesses  Pietas  and  Felicitas  to  either  side,  realised  £35,000. 

Contrary  to  expectations,  however,  the  strongest  bidding  of  all  was  reserved  for  the  Greek 
coins  which  formed  the  last  fifty  lots  of  the  sale.  A  gold  100-litra  piece  of  Syracuse  sold  for 
£14,500  against  an  estimate  of  £6,000-£8,000.  Although  only  14  mm.  in  diameter,  this  piece 
bore  on  the  reverse  a  particularly  life-like  and  vibrant  depiction  of  Herakles  strangling  the 
Nemean  lion,  which  no  doubt  explained  its  high  price,  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  the  dies  were 
probably  cut  by  Kimon.  The  Ptolemaic  series  of  gold  coins  sold  for  well  over  their  estimated 
values,  and  star  pieces  were  a  gold  dekadrachm  of  Ptolemy  III  which  realised  £32,000 
against  an  estimate  of  £  15, 000-£ 20,000,  and  a  gold  octadrachm  of  Ptolemy  V  which  fetched 
£3 1,000.  However,  the  item  everyone  was  waiting  for  was  Lot  311,  the  silver  tetradrachm  of 
Cleopatra,  which  bore  possibly  the  Finest  known  portrait  of  this  celebrated  queen.  The  initial 
bidding  was  in  the  room,  but  the  competition  was  at  last  narrowed  down  to  two  private 
individuals,  one  in  the  room  and  one  on  the  telephone.  After  some  very  active  bidding  the 
tetradrachm,  which  had  been  estimated  at  £25,000-£30,000.  was  sold  in  the  room  for 
£65,000. 

At  the  end  of  the  sale  there  was  a  resounding  round  of  applause  for  what  was  undoubtedly 
one  of  England's  major  coin  sales  ever,  and  with  a  sale  total  of  £1,187,000  it  was  twice  the 
previous  record  in  the  UK.

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NEWCASTLE  MUSEUM  ROBBERY 

At  approximately  4.45  p.m.  on  Saturday  6th  October  1984  a  robbery  took  place  at  the 
Newcastle  Borough  Museum.  Brampton  Park,  Newcastle  under  Lyme.  During  the  course  of 
the  robbery  a  female  attendant  was  attacked  and  had  ammonia  sprayed  in  her  eyes.  Stolen 
from  the  Museum  were  two  medals  issued  by  the  East  India  Company  approximately  150 
years  ago. 

The  Police  at  Newcastle  are  anxious  to  trace  anyone  who  hears  of  these  medals  being 
offered  for  sale  or  knows  of  their  location.  The  Police  are  also  anxious  to  trace  the  following 
described  man  who  may  be  a  medal  collector  known  to  you. 

White  male,  approximately  30  years  of  age,  about  6ft.  tall,  slim  build,  dark  hair,  thin  features. 
At  the  time  of  the  robbery  he  was  wearing  a  light  grey  anorak  of  the  quilted  type  with  a  hood 
attached  and  dark  trousers.  It  is  believed  that  this  man  uses  a  pedal  cycle.

The  description  and  valuation  issued  by  the  Police  is  as  follows: 

1.  The  Coorg  Medal  1837 

Solid  Silver  (oxidised).  in.  in  diameter.  Only  300  issued  in  silver.  Obverse  depicts  a  Coorg 
warrior  holding  a  knife  in  his  raised  right  hand  and  a  musket  in  his  left,  with  an  inscription  in 
Canarese.  The  reverse  depicts  weapons  arranged  in  an  artistic  manner  and  the  inscription 
“For  Distinguished  Conduct  and  Loyalty  to  the  British  Government  of  Coorg,  April  1837". 
Attached  to  a  yellow  cord.  Value  £300. 

2.  The  Seringapatam  Medal  1799 

Solid  silver  in  an  oxidised  condition.  1  g  in.  in  diameter.  Medal  depicts  a  maned  lion  fighting  a 
tiger.  The  lion  is  on  top  of  the  tiger.  Beneath  the  figures  is  the  inscription  “IV  MAY 
MDCCXCIX".  Above  the  animals  is  a  Hag  fluttering.  The  left-hand  corner  depicts  a  Union 
Jack.  The  remainder  of  the  medal  is  covered  in  Indian  writing.  Value  £220. 


CANTERBURY  MINT  OFFICIALS  IN  1334-35 

JOHN  D.  BRAND 

The  Kent  Lay  Subsidy  Roll  for  1334-35  provides  an  interesting  view  of  the  personnel  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Canterbury  mint1.  The  ‘officers,  servants  and  other  workmen  of  the  mint' 
were  exempted  from  these  national  subsidies.  The  Kent  roll  lists  the  exempted  men  as  well  as 
the  persons  due  to  pay.  In  1334-35  no  less  than  seventy  men  were  exempted,  because  of  their 
connection  with  the  mint,  from  the  taxes  imposed  on  moveables  that  year:  a  fifteenth  in  rural 
areas  and  a  tenth  in  towns  and  villages.  A  high  number  when  one  remembers  that  the  Canter¬ 
bury  mint  was  closed,  or  at  least  not  working,  at  the  time. 

In  Canterbury  itself  only  eighteen  men  were  exempted  because  of  the  mint  connection. 
Twenty  three  were  assessed  in  the  hundred  of  Westgate,  which  lies  immediately  to  the  west  of 
the  city,  but  only  nineteen  of  them  were  additional  names,  as  four  were  also  assessed  in 
Canterbury.  Other  hundreds  contiguous  to  Canterbury  produce  a  few'  more  assessments,  but 
Felborough  hundred  had  no  less  than  eighteen  such  assessments  although  its  nearest  point  is 
some  distance  from  the  city.  Single  names  appear  as  far  east  as  the  hundreds  of  Ringslow  and 
Cornilo,  as  far  west  as  Key  Street  and  Sheppey,  and  to  the  south  in  Loningborough  hundred. 
Altogether,  sixteen  men  were  assessed  in  more  than  one  place:  two  in  four  places,  three  in 
three,  and  eleven  in  two  places. 

Not  all  inhabitants  were  assessed.  Those  with  less  than  the  taxable  limit  were  simply  not 
recorded  at  all.  and  some  ordinary  workmen  at  the  mint  might  well  have  come  into  that

category,  in  addition  to  the  seventy  names  recorded.  What  is  particularly  significant  from  the 
tax  returns  is  the  relative  wealth  of  the  mint  officials.  In  the  city  of  Canterbury  there  were  250 
assessments  other  than  the  eighteen  of  the  mint.  Of  those,  124,  or  almost  exactly  half,  paid 
less  than  3s.,  but  only  one  of  the  moneyers2  was  below  that  level.  Half  (i.e.  nine)  of  the 
moneyers  were  assessed  at  more  than  10s.,  but  only  eight,  or  3.2  per  cent,  of  the  others  paid 
more  than  10s.  Indeed,  eight  moneyers  were  assessed  at  £1  or  more,  compared  with  only  four 
of  the  other  citizens.  The  net  result  was  that  the  moneyers,  only  one-fifteenth  of  the  total 
assessable  population,  were  assessed  to — and  exempted  from  payment  of — one-fifth  of  the 
total  sum  due. 

In  the  hundred  of  Westgate,  the  poorer  half  of  the  moneyers  were  assessed  at  5s.  or  less, 
while  the  poorer  half  of  the  others  paid  3s.  4 d.  or  less.  At  the  other  end  of  the  scale,  the  richer 
end,  six  moneyers  (26  per  cent)  were  assessed  at  more  than  10s.  compared  with  eight  (less 
than  9  per  cent)  of  the  91  others,  and  two  of  those  moneyers  were  assessed  at  more  than  £1 
compared  with  only  one  of  the  others:  and  that  the  widow  of  a  presumed  former  mint  official. 
Exemption  because  of  the  association  with  the  mint  were  a  fifth  of  the  total  assessable  popula¬ 
tion,  but  30  per  cent  of  the  total  money;  and  if  Widow  de  Hawe  is  included  with  the  mint 
party,  the  figures  would  have  been  21  per  cent  of  the  people  and  nearly  35  per  cent  of  the 
money. 

In  the  third  large  group,  those  in  Felborough  hundred,  the  pattern  is  similar.  Half  of  the 
moneyers  would  have  paid  5s.  or  less,  while  half  of  the  others  paid  3s.  or  less.  The  highest  rate 
in  this  hundred  was  1 3s. Ad.  Three  of  the  eighteen  moneyers  were  assessed  at  this  figure,  but 
only  one  of  the  92  others;  and  that  was  the  manor  of  Chilham  Castle,  which  gives  an  expres¬ 
sive  indication  of  comparative  wealth.  The  moneyers  were  just  over  one-sixth  of  the  assess¬ 
able  population  here,  but  were  exempted  from  nearly  one-quarter  of  the  total  payable. 

In  Bleangate  hundred,  of  the  seven  moneyers  recorded  there,  three  had  assessments  of 
more  than  15s.,  while  of  the  222  others  only  another  three  paid  more  than  15s. 
Downhamford  hundred  had  five  moneyers,  of  whom  two  would  have  paid  more  than  15s., 
while  the  other  195  assessments  included  only  three  at  more  than  15s.;  one  of  whom  was  the 
exempt  Master  of  Ospringe  Hospital  and  another  the  personally  exempt  London  merchant 
John  de  Pulteneye.  None  of  the  other  areas  had  more  than  three  moneyers,  and  it  would  not 
be  sensible  to  compile  statistics  for  such  small  numbers.  Nevertheless,  it  may  be  noted  that 
almost  all  of  these  scattered  people  fell  in  the  top  half  of  inhabitants  ranked  by  wealth. 

Clearly  the  men  associated  with  the  Canterbury  mint  were,  in  general  terms,  richer  rather 
than  poorer,  and  the  richest  of  them  was  Lapin  Roger,  who  had  been  connected  with  the  mint 
in  one  capacity  or  another  since  1292.  Dr.  Mavis  Mate  showed  that  many  of  the  mint 
officials  earlier  in  the  century  also  held  other  official  positions,  or  were  merchants,  as  well  as 
serving  at  the  mint.  Whilst  she  acknowledged  that  the  privilege  of  non-taxation  was  an  incen¬ 
tive  which  helped  explain  why  men  were  willing  to  accept  mint  posts  in  addition  to  their  other 
interests,  she  concluded  that  the  tie  of  family  relationships  was  the  major  factor3.  A  more 
cynical  view  of  the  Lay  Subsidy  data  might  suggest,  however,  that  if  you  were  comparatively 
wealthy  a  mint  appointment,  preferably  with  minimal  or  no  duties,  even  if  unpaid,  was  one  to 
be  sought;  and  extended  where  possible  to  brothers  and  sons,  nephews  and  cousins.  Public 
duty  is  a  spur  to  some;  allied  to  self-interest  it  becomes  a  very  positive  attraction.

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THE  ARRIVAL  AND  DEPARTURE  OF  THE  LOCAL  BRANCH  LINE 

RAILWAY 

CHRISTOPHER  EIMER 


The  medal  was  quick  to  respond  to  the  introduction  of  railway  transport  during  the  1830s, 
when  the  steam  locomotive  first  sooted  the  walls  of  Merry  England.  This  subject  has  long 
decorated  the  medal  and  has  been  commemorated  by  most  countries  eager  to  display 
national  pride  at  the  engineering  projects,  many  massive  in  size,  which  were  necessary  for  the 
railway  to  successfully  traverse  the  vast  expanses  of  country  or  negotiate  treacherous  terrain. 

The  catalogue  by  Moyaux',faithfully  listing  the  many  medals  and  tokens  relating  to 
railways,  remains  the  definitive  work  on  the  subject,  despite  having  been  completed  more 
than  seventy  years  ago.  Many  of  these  medals  record  the  opening  of  major  lines  and  viaducts 
(Fig.  1),  but  there  are  those  that  were  locally  produced  by  rural  communities  and  which 
proudly  herald  the  arrival  of  the  railway  in  their  own  locality.  Two  such  pieces  are  illustrated 
here  (Figs.  2  and  3):  the  first  medal  (Moyaux  supplement  no.  57)  commemorates  the  South

Medals  Relating  to  Railways  (in  French).  Brussels,  1910. 
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Devon  Railway  of  1855,  a  branch  line  of  the  Great  Western  Railway,  and  incorporates  a 
reverse  which  records  the  establishment  of  the  Teignmouth  and  Dawlish  Infirmary.  A  second 
medal,  not  catalogued  in  Moyaux,  documents  the  cutting  of  the  first  sod  of  the  Solway  Junc¬ 
tion  Railway  at  Annan,  Scotland,  in  1865.  The  inscription  on  the  reverse  of  Fig.  3  reads:  IN 
COMMEMORATION  OF  CUTTING  THE  FIRST  SOD  OF  THE  SOLWAY  JUNC¬ 
TION  RAILWAY  AT  ANNAN,  BY  WM  EWART  ESQ.  M.P.  28TH  MARCH  1865. 

The  subject  of  railways  has  always  managed  to  arouse  the  spirits  of  children  and  adults 
equally,  although  the  gradual  disappearance  of  steam  locomotives  has  inevitably  withered  the 
romance  which  they  evoked.  Today,  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  on,  we  are  witnessing  the 
phasing  out  of  many  local  branch  lines  -  long  after  they  are  just  a  memory  these  medals  will 
serve  as  mementoes  of  a  lost  past. 


BOOK  REVIEWS 

Early  Greek  Coins  from  the  Collection  of  Jonathan  P.  Rosen.  By  Nancy  Waggoner.  Ancient  Coins  in 
North  American  Collections,  The  American  Numismatic  Society,  New  York,  1983.  Clothbound,  $35. 

Readers  of  the  Bulletin  may  have  the  feeling  that  the  age  of  great  collectors  has  passed;  but  in  the  last 
twelve  months  three  important  American  collections  of  Greek  coins  have  been  published — the  Bunker 
Hunt  collection,  the  Arthur  Houghton  collection  of  Seleucid  coins,  and  now  the  Jonathan  Rosen  collec¬ 
tion  of  sixth  and  early  fifth  century  B.C.  coinage.  This  last  concentrates  on  that  period  when  sculptors 
were  striving  to  match  nature  in  representing  the  animal  and  human  forms  as  they  really  appeared.  The 
charm  of  archaic  and  early  classical  art  leaps  from  every  page  of  this  catalogue.  Mr  Rosen  has  collected 
770  examples,  taken  from  all  parts  of  the  archaic  Greek  world.  The  coins  are  mostly  of  silver,  but  there 
is  also  included  a  dramatic  array  of  early  electrum  from  the  western  coastlands  of  Asia  Minor  (128 
coins)  and  of  the  famous  electrum  of  Cyzicus  (103  coins).  The  collection  has  been  carefully  catalogued 
by  Dr  Nancy  Waggoner  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society.  The  beauty  of  many  of  the  smaller 
pieces  is  enhanced  by  enlarged  photographs  which  allow  the  reader  to  inspect  the  details  of  the  engraved 
dies. 

Full  details,  descriptions,  and  provenance  of  each  piece  are  given,  with  brief  but  extremely  useful 
notes  on  points  of  interest.  Those  who  have  followed  recent  work  in  archaic  Greek  coinage  will  recog¬ 
nise  a  number  of  old  friends — a  dozen  pieces  from  the  Asyut  hoard,  major  items  from  leading  sales  of 
the  70’s,  and  a  selection  from  the  now  dispersed  von  Aulock  collection.  Mr  Rosen  and  Dr  Waggoner 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  collaboration.  The  collection  itself  is  worthy  of  any  national  museum, 
and  several  pieces  are  even  now  noted  as  residing  permanently  in  the  American  Numismatic  Society. 
The  professional  way  in  which  it  has  been  presented  makes  it  a  feast  for  scholar  and  collector  to  enjoy.

Dr  Andrew 
Burnett,  is  to  be  seen  in  eight  of  the  reports,  ably  assisted  by  other  members  of  the  Department  of  Coins 
and  Medals.  In  this  volume  notice  is  taken  of  the  Dillon  judgement  on  the  Coleby  find  ( CHRB  V,  no.  2) 
whereby  for  silver  coins  to  be  regarded  as  Treasure  Trove  they  must  contain  a  “substantial”  amount  of 
silver  (which  amount,  incidently  was  not  defined).  The  number  of  finds  of  third  century  coins  reported 
has  therefore  noticeably  diminished  in  view  of  this  judgement. 

Full  details,  where  available,  of  the  circumstances  of  the  finding  of  the  various  hoards  are  given  plus 
in  several  instances  very  interesting  additional  notes  on  the  possible  circumstances  and  date  of  deposi¬ 
tion  plus  the  container  in  such  cases  where  it,  or  its  fragments,  have  survived.  Detailed  catalogue  listing 
then  follows  citing  B.M.C.  and  R.I.C.  together  with  weights  where  relevant.  The  present  disposition  of 
the  pieces  is  noted  where  possible. 

Of  particular  interest  and  value  in  this  volume  of  CHRB  is  the  publication  of  Edward  Besly's  system 
for  the  obverse  description  of  antoniniani.  The  forthcoming  publication  of  the  system  was  mentioned  in 
1983  in  The  Cunetio  Treasure  where  it  obviously  proved  its  worth  in  its  application  to  the  54,951  coins 
from  that  hoard.  Here  the  system  is  fully  laid  out  and  the  basic  busts  illustrated  by  enlarged 
photographs  of  good  specimens  of  the  types  (17  are  illustrated  out  of  a  total  of  55  descriptions  of  bust 
types,  which  ends  with  “Z:  bust  uncertain”).  The  objective  view  taken  by  Edward  Besly  and  now  for¬ 
mally  available  is  obviously  going  to  be  invaluable  for  the  cataloguing  of  future  large  groups  of 
antoniniani.  Not  only  will  it  make  reference  easier  and  more  accurate  it  will  also  save  a  vast  amount  of 
repetitious  descriptions  and,  not  least,  space  and  hence  publication  costs. 

The  continuing  rapid  publication  of  CHRB  is  most  welcome  {CURB  V  is  promised  in  the  very  near 
future)  and  this  does  place  a  relatively  cheap  and  certainly  effective  tool  swiftly  in  the  hands  of  the 
numismatist.  Peter  Clayton 


Spink's  Catalogue  of  British  Commemorative  Medals,  1558  to  the  Present  Day,  with  Valuations.  By 

Daniel  Fearon.  Webb  &  Bower,  1984,  97  pp.  +  92  pi.  Case  bound.  £  1 2.95,  plus  £1.15  post  and  packing 
from  Seaby  Publications,  Audley  House,  1 1  Margaret  Street,  London  WIN  8AT. 

Daniel  Fearon  has  produced  a  book  which  breaks  entirely  new  ground.  It  is  a  brave  man  who  will 
attempt  to  compile  a  priced  catalogue  of  British  commemorative  medals  particularly  so.  perhaps,  at  the 
present  time  when  even  the  most  experienced  numismatist  can  have  difficulty  in  knowing  what  a 
particular  piece  is  worth.  Beauty  and  value  are  largely  subjective.  Some  items  which  capture  the 
imagination  of  the  cataloguer,  and  which  may  appear  to  be  priced  very  reasonably,  will  evoke  no 
interest  among  his  clientele  whilst  others,  which  may  seem  to  him  to  be  accurately  priced,  will 
immediately  bring  a  shoal  of  eager  would-be  buyers.  Such  a  piece  may  logically  be  thought  to  have  been 
priced  too  cheaply. 

Daniel  Fearon  is  therefore  to  be  congratulated  on  even  making  the  attempt  and  has  succeeded 
remarkably.  The  author  is  well  qualified  to  write  the  book.  He  has  handled  the  commemorative  medals 
at  Messrs.  Spink  &  Son  for  many  years  and  is  looked  upon  as  an  authority  on  the  subject.  Furthermore, 
he  writes  well,  as  readers  of  The  Times  will  know  from  his  occasional  column  on  medals  in  the  Saturday 
edition  of  that  paper. 

The  author’s  enthusiasm  for  his  subject  comes  through  in  his  introduction  to  the  forming  of  a  collec¬ 
tion  and  can  hardly  fail  to  achieve  the  avowed  aim  of  the  book — to  give  encouragement  to  those  new  to 
the  series.  The  introduction  is  comprehensive.  The  author  outlines  the  development  of  the  historical 
medal  in  Britain  and  describes  the  two  basic  methods  of  manufacture  by  casting  in  a  mould  or  striking 
from  a  pair  of  dies.  There  is  an  excellent  section  on  how  to  begin  collecting,  what  a  small  but  growing 
band  of  devotees  have  known  for  many  years  to  be  objects  of  great  historical  interest  and  occasional 
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beauty.  Not  only  that,  but  they  are  almost  always  reasonably  priced  when  compared  with  coins 
engraved  by  the  same  artist.  There  is  sound  advice  on  methods  of  display  and  storage,  security,  grading, 
cleaning,  where  medals  may  be  seen  in  museums,  pleasure  and  investment. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  book  is  naturally  the  catalogue  and  here  the  author  has  faced  a  real 
problem;  not  what  to  include  but  what  could  reasonably  be  omitted  without  damaging  the  work  as  a 
whole.  Medallic  Illustrations  lists  some  2609  pieces  and  the  three  volumes  of  British  Historical  Medals 
(the  last  two  of  which  are  yet  to  be  published)  list  about  4,000,  a  total  of  nearly  7,000  items  from  which 
to  choose.  As  a  result,  Daniel  Fearon's  book  can  be  nothing  more  than  selective.  His  choice,  however, 
seems  to  have  been  sensibly  made.  Those  medals  that  are  to  be  most  frequently  encountered  are 
included  along  with  some  interesting  pieces  that  are  really  quite  rare.  The  medal  of  William  Penn, 
founder  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  (No.  169.2)  and  the  medal  by  Magrath  commemorating  the 
Atlantic  Charter  in  1941  (No.  392. 1 )  are  cases  in  point. 

The  catalogue  runs  chronologically  from  1558  to  1984,  each  year  being  given  a  number  and  the 
medals  listed  in  that  year  numbered  consecutively.  Thus  the  year  1558  is  year  1  and  the  two  medals 
listed  thereunder  are  numbered  I  and  2.  The  descriptions  are  necessarily  brief,  simply  one  or  two  line 
entries.  Generally  speaking  it  is  necessary  for  the  reader  to  refer  to  the  standard ‘reference  works 
Medallic  Illustrations  or  British  Historical  Medals ,  to  which  almost  every  piece  is  referenced,  to  obtain 
a  complete  description  of  the  medal.  There  are  92  pages  of  plates  and  if  one  were  looking  for  points  to 
criticise,  one  could  wish  that  some  of  the  illustrations  were  slightly  clearer;  however,  most  of  them  are 
perfectly  adequate,  and  the  quantity  of  medals  displayed  adds  immeasurably  to  the  value  of  the  book. 

The  valuations  are  “intended  to  reflect  the  price  that  the  specialised  dealer  might  reasonably  ask  of  a 
collector  and  the  price  assumes  the  medal  to  be  a  pleasing  example  in  Very  Fine  or  better  condition”. 
This  rather  loose  valuation  may,  perhaps,  be  open  to  some  criticism  in  that  the  uninitiated  may  expect  to 
be  able  to  purchase  a  perfect  example  at  the  price  quoted  and  be  disappointed  to  find  that  he  cannot. 
The  point  is  a  minor  one  however,  and  as  long  as  the  condition  VF  is  remembered,  the  prices  are 
accurate  and  only  serve  to  emphasize  just  how  reasonably  medals  may  be  purchased. 

Your  reviewer  is  not  enthusiastic  about  the  dimensions  of  the  book,  12  in.  x  7  in.,  which  may  pose 
some  problems  when  it  comes  to  placing  it  on  a  library  shelf,  but  it  suits  the  general  layout  of  the 
catalogue  section  and  it  is,  in  any  case,  a  companion  volume  to  Spink’s  catalogue  of  war  medals. 

Daniel  Fearon  is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  work.  It  is  informative,  accurate  and  will  certainly  lead 
novice  collectors  into  new  and,  for  them,  hitherto  uncharted  waters.  Laurence  Brown 


World  Coin  Encyclopaedia.  By  Ewald  Junge.  Barrie  &  Jenkins,  1984.  10  x  7  ins.,  297  pp.,  8  pp.  colour, 
450  illus.  in  text.  Casebound,  £14.95,  plus  £1.15  post  and  packing  from  Seaby  Publications,  Audley 
House,  1  1  Margaret  Street,  London  WIN  8AT. 

Anyone  who  essays  to  compile  an  encyclopaedia  is  a  man  with  a  mission.  Ewald  Junge  is  no 
exception — he  has  taken  some  ten  years  in  the  preparation  and  compilation  of  this  book  and  it  is  truly 
encyclopaedic.  Encyclopaedias  must  be  amongst  the  most  difficult  books  to  review,  they  cannot  be  read 
because  they  are  intended  to  be  used.  “Spot  checks”  are  perhaps  the  “order  of  the  day”  but  here  one  is 
immediately  led  away  by  beguiling  and  interesting  entries  invariably  supported  by  illustrations,  relevant 
coins  (or  commemorative  medals  in  some  instances)  that  clarify  and  enhance  the  text.  Unfortunately, 
with  the  illustrations,  the  author  has  in  several  instances  been  badly  served  by  the  designer  and  printer 
reversing  the  illustrations  left  to  right;  turning  them  through  90°,  or  printing  them  upside  down  (on 
pp.  29,  upper  coin;  121  and  197  the  reverses  are  all  turned  through  90°;  on  279  the  obverse  is  upside 
down;  on  pp.  157,  166,  bottom  coin,  197  obverses,  and  p.  265  reverse,  are  all  reversed  left  to  right;  on  p. 
161  the  upper  coin  is  upside  down  and  also  the  colour  maravedi  obverse  opposite  p.  144,  both  here  and 
on  the  jacket).  This  notwithstanding,  the  illustrations  are  generally  well  reproduced  (some  coins  are  very 
difficult),  there  are  plenty  of  them  and  they  are  attractively  presented,  as  is  the  whole  format  and  print¬ 
ing. 

This  is  a  book  that  is  most  welcome,  it  fills  a  gap  in  the  literature  at  a  price  which  is,  by  today's 
standards,  very  reasonable.  It  is  an  ideal  present  for  the  young  numismatist,  and  those  of  us  not  so 
young  who  may  have  buried  our  heads  perhaps  too  deep  in  a  series.  Such  a  well  presented  compilation 
brings  alive  the  world  of  numismatics  to  all  who  wish  to  find  it.  Highly  recommended,  despite  the  few 
faults  mentioned  above.

Elizabeth  I  Milled  Coinage:  In  the  paper  entitled,  “The  Milled  Coinage  of  Elizabeth  I”  appearing  in  the 
British  Numismatic  Journal,  (1983),  the  authors  used  x2  and  x  1.5  enlarged  photos  of  637  coins  to 
identify  104  obverse  and  96  reverse  dies,  all  of  which  are  illustrated  at  x  1  in  the  paper.  In  order  to 
expand  the  provenance  of  the  known  milled  coins  and  to  seek  possible  new  dies  and  die-pairings,  readers 
are  asked  to  closely  study  their  own  coins  and  to  report  their  findings.  There  will  be  duplication  as 
pedigreed  coins,  such  as  the  Lockett  coins  and  others,  will  reappear  on  the  market  in  other  collections 
and  sales. 

The  authors  and  Mr  Chris  Comber,  43  Pickford  Road,  Bexleyheath,  Kent,  have  both  x  1.5  and  x2 
prints  of  all  the  dies  and  would  be  glad  to  help  identify  your  particular  coins.  If  you  cannot  send  the 
coin,  a  photo  is  required,  as  tracings  and  other  descriptions  are  not  specific  enough.  The  authors 
addresses  are:  Mr  Douglas  G.  Borden,  53  Kings  Lacey  Way,  Fairport,  NY  14450,  USA  and  Dr  I.

De  Minimis:  I  was  lucky  enough  to  acquire  at  Coinex  ’84  an  uninscribed  silver  minim  of  the  Atrebates 
and  Regni,  long  attributed  to  Verica  (Mack  119),  and  believed  to  have  been  found  in  Hampshire. 
Unfortunately  the  obverse  is  very  worn  and  the  design,  of  a  square  with  sides  curved  inwards,  a  pellet  in 
the  centre  and  a  ring  ornament  opposite  each  side,  is  only  just  discernible.  The  reverse,  showing  a  horse 
facing  to  the  left,  with  a  wheel  above  and  a  ring  ornament  below,  is  sharp  and  clear  apart  from  the 
forelegs.  The  coin  weighs  only  4  grains  (0.26  g.)  and  is  one  of  a  number  of  tiny  silver  coins  minted  in  the 
early  years  of  the  first  century  A.D.  for  Tincommius  and  Verica,  chieftains  of  the  Atrebates  and  Regni, 
Epaticcus  and  Caratacus  of  the  Catuvellauni,  Amminus  and  Crab  . . .,  probably  of  the  Cantii  and 
Durotriges  respectively,  and  possibly  a  few  other  rulers. 

Until  recently  these  coins  were  rare  but  several  were  in  the  Waltham  St.  Lawrence  hoard  (1977)  and 
more  have  been  found  in  excavations  at  Chichester,  Hayling  Island  and  elsewhere  in  southern  England, 
and  by  users  of  metal  detectors.  It  is  surprising  that  such  minute  coins,  some  of  them  weighing  only 
three  grains  (0.20  g.),  have  survived  so  well. 

The  only  other  specimen  of  Mack  119  that  I  have  seen  was  found  with  several  other  minims  on 
Lancing  Down,  Sussex,  in  1838  and  came  to  the  British  Museum  in  1919  when  Sir  Arthur  Evans  pre¬ 
sented  his  father’s  collection  of  Ancient  British  coins  to  the  nation.  It  too  has  a  worn  obverse  and  a 
sharp  reverse  and  is  slightly  heavier  and  in  marginally  better  condition  than  mine.  Both  coins  have  been 
centrally  struck  on  both  sides  but  the  dies  were  larger  than  the  blanks,  as  was  so  often  the  case  with 
Ancient  British  coins.  I  have  been  told  that  other  specimens  have  been  found  in  recent  years  and  should 
be  pleased  to  learn  more  about  them.  /.  D.  Finney  c/o  B.A.  Seaby  Ltd
